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Revenue Collector’s Report Shows Tobacco Tax 
Receipts Have Grown as Those From 
Beer Have Decreased in Past Year.

Tobacco to the front. Beer to the 
rear. This is what the report of Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Allen’s re- 
port for the fiscal year which closed 
June 30 indicates. 

The report shows that the office of 
the United States Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Eastern District of 


Missouri took in $8,012,723.95 during the 
year, as against $7,897,604.58 the previous 
fiscal year. The gain was $115,119.37. 
Beer showed a falling off. There was 
collected in beer taxes $3,171,790.75 dur- 
ing the year. Last year the office took 
in $3,327,998 in beer taxes, the decrease 
this year being $156,207.25. 





The so-called “special tax’’—licenses 
for saloons, drug stores ‘and other 
places where liquor is sold—also result- 
ed in a diminished revenue. This year 
the taxes collected amounted to $160,- 
836.56, while last year they were $174,- 
198.17. The loss being $13,556.61. 

Tobacco came to the rescue, however. 
This year tobacco taxes collected 
amounted to  $4,454,758.88. Last year 
they were $4,159,954.09. The increase was 
$294. 804.79. 

A press dispatch from Milwaukee 
shows that the collection of beer taxes 
there has fallen off also. This year $3,- 
852,848 was collected, while last year 
the collections were $4,174,103, a ioss of 
$221, 255.

TAFT TAX PLAN WIS 
Aldrich Scores Decisive Vic- 
tory for Two Per Cent on 
Corporation Earnings. 








WASHINGTON, July 3.—The income 
tax question was brought up promptly 
in the Senate today and an agreement 
was reached to vote at 1 o'clock next 
Monday afternoon on Senator Brown's 
resolution providing for the submission 
to the states of an amendment to the 
constitution authorizing the imposition 
of an income tax. i 

This agreement is equivalent to a 
declaration that the Senate will proceed 
with its business on July 5, despite the 
observance of the holiday ‘everywhere 
else. 

On motion of Senator Daniel the Sen- 
ate struck from the maximunt and mini- 
mum rate amendment the provision for 
a duty of 5 cents a pound on coffee and 
of 10 cents a pound on tea coming from 
countries. which discriminated against 
the products of the United States. 

The Taft plan of imposing a 2-per-cent 
tax on the net earnings of corporations 
scored a decisive victory in the te 
late yesterday afternoon. Final adop- 
tion of the amendment in committee 
on the whole was by a vote of 6 to ll. 
Eight of the negative votes were cast 
by Republicans—Senators Borah, Bris- 
tow, Bulkeley, Clapp, Cummins, Dolll- 
ver, Heyburn and La Follette. Three 
negative votes were cast by Demo- 
cratic Senators Chamberlain, Hughes 
and Shively. Senators Stone, Bacon and 
Overman, Democrats, were excused 
from voting, and several Democratic 
Senators left the Senate just before 
the ‘vote was taken. 

Of the votes for the amendment 17 
of 60 were cast b¥Y-Democrats, as fol-

In the test vote on the substitution 
of the corporation tax amendment for 
the income tax provision 45 Senators 
cast their ballots in the affimative and 
31 in the negative. On this ballot all 
the Democratic votes were cast in favor 
ot the income tax, which also received 
the support of a number of the insur- 
gent Republicans. 

The reaching of a vote came as 
somewhat of a surprise to a large ma- 
pority of the senators, but not to Sen- 
ator Aldrich and his intimate advisors. 
Mr. Aldrich had been confident from 
the time of his arrival in the Senate 
early in the day, after a brief vaca- 
tion, that he would succeed in getting 
a vote before adjournment. The result 
shows that while the egituation seemed 
extremely critical for a time, the chair- 
man of*the finance committee did not 
count without a thorough understand- 
ing of the situation. He therefore kept 
his Heutenants busy in holding the sup- 
porters in the chamber and at no time 
during the day was the Senate with- 
out a quorum. 

The debate was animated and there 
was a steady fire of oratory. 

Hughes Opposes Substituate. 

“This is not a tax on the business 
of corporations.’’ declared Senator 
Hughes. “It is a tax on incomes. That 
is what the President said in his speech 
of acceptance. That is what he*told his 
Attorney-General to draw—an income 
tax law that will meet the construction 
of the constitution that has been up- 
held by the supreme court.” 

He claimed that the pending. meas- 
ure was on equality with the income tax 
law that had been set aside by the su- 
preme court and he said that unless 
the court should reverse itself, it would 
be obliged to declare the measure un- 
constitutional. 

“Call this a substitute or a subter- 
fuge for the income tax amendment,” 
said the Colorado senator in conclusion, 
“I am against it.”

Six of the men, Garrett Johnson, Ar- 
thur Cloar, Fred Pinton, Sam Apple- 
White, Tid Burton and, Roy Ranson, 
Were under sentence of death. Bud 
Morris and Bob Huffman were under 
sentence of 20 years in the state prison. 
All of them will be granted new trials. 
Judge Craft rendered a lengthy opinion. 
Two of the most important reasons 
@ssigned for the reversal of the cases 
and the granting of a new,trial were: 
That instead of naming two of its num- 
ber to select the grand jury which in- 
vestigated the murder and returned the 
indictments, the entire court selected 
the special grand jury. Another that a 
sufficient number of legal challenges 
was not allowed. 


Troops Ordered to Lake.

imous”’ throughout the country, but 
rains in widely scattered sections last 
night broke its ®@éneral sway. There 
were showers over the Rocky Moun- 
tains, parts of THnois and the lake 
region, the St. Lawrence Valley, parts 
of New England, the east gulf and 
south Atlantic coasts.

He was 
stricken at Obear and Grand avenues at 
5:30 p. m. He was taken home and two 
physicians called. He died in a bathtub 
while the doctors were working over 
him. 

Shortly before midnight John Adams 
of 2615 Olive street was heard gasping 
as he lay in bed. His wife summoned a 
physician, but Adams was dead when 
the doctor arrived. His body was taken 
to the Morgue and an inquest was ar- 
ranged for.

Echoes ofall sorts of noises resound 
in the letters written to the Post-Dis- 
patch by anti-noisites. Despite the hot 
weather, there would seem to be many 
who find time and energy to denounce 
what they consider unseemly sounds, 
and who appear to look upon the sounds 
of which they complain as more griev- 
ous evils even than the humidity. 

One St. Louis noise has capitulated to 
the anti-noisers. The ~.ctory was won 
without a battle. The noise was the 
voice of the whistle at the P. C. Murphy 
Trunk Co. plant at Thirteenth street 
and Chouteau avenue. Complaining let- 
ters were sent to -niéf Creecy, who di- 
rected that the whistle be investigated. 

“Why, woe didn’t know that whistle 
was bothering anyone,” said H. C. Per- 
ry, superintendent of the factory. ‘We 
used it as a clock for the employes, and 
we supposed the whole neighborhood 
benefited by its.accura-y. However, if 
it makes tdo much noise we will stop it. 
There will be no more whistle. 


Noise Ruus Entire Scale. 

The noises complained of include the 
entire scale. Some persons object to 
deep bass noises, while some find par- 
ticular irritation in tenor and alto 
noises. The public at large is responsi- 
ble for some of the noises to which ob- 
jection is taken, while occasional indi- 
viduals produce the other noises de- 
nounced. 4 

There are some who find no beauty in 
that thing of which the poet sang—

—revelry by nignt and calm, refreshing 
slumber being decidedly antagonistic, 
according to cuch as complain of the 
revelry. ‘Fhe revelers have not re- 
joined, however, that sleep interferes) 
with hilarity.

But when they turn off 
the asphalt and pass on to the brick 
pavement there is a hullaballoo—e rat- 
tle—a clatter that makes one think the 
kitchen range is trying to walk up to 
the attic. The instantaneous change 
from noiselessness to racket at that one 
corner ¥s an unanswerable argument in 
my mind for wooden block or asphait 
pavements everywhere. When will we 
have them? How much longer must we 
endure the rough and noisy bricks?

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BRITISH AND GERMAN NAVIES. 

As Lord Charles Beresford puts it, it isn’t Ger- 
many’s airships tnat Great Britain fears so much 
as Germany’s water craft. Britain, he told Par- 
liament, had been talking while Germany was at 
work. Germany is able to build ten ships to 
Britain’s one and if Britain doesn’t hurry by 
1914 Germany will have 21 Dreadnoughts to Brit- 
ain’s 26.

If 
the skin feels dry or harsh it is well to 
rub in a little cream, Here is the form- 
ula for an excellent face cream, but 
skins afflicted with blackheads are apt 
to be rather oily at any rate, and skin 
foods should be used only in moderatiun 
—that is, not more than the pores will 
absorb. Formula—Pure wax, 1 ounce; 
spermaceti, 2 ounces; almond oil, % pint. 
Melt these together by a gentle heat, 
then add glycerine, 3 ounces; attar of 
roses, 12 drops. Stir till nearly cold, 
then let the mixture settle. This is the 
basis of most of the toilet unguents s0 
lafgely sold. Any kind of perfume can 
be added to give an agreeable odor. 

Oily Hair Falling Out. 

F. P.—Excessive oilness as in most 
= hair’ troubles, is due to improper 
circulation, the cure for which is scalp 
massage twice a day for five minutes at 
a time until the_skin glows and tingles. 
At first the oily condition will seem to 
be increased, but in a week or ten days 
the oil will begin to be more evenly 
distributed. Here are directions for 
shampooing the hair to overcome the

Aeroplane Settles Easily to 
Ground When Propellers 
Stop Suddenly. 


SKIDS ARE DISABLED 


In Similar Mishap Last Sep- 
tember, Machine Plunged 
to Ground. 


WASHINGTON, July 8—That_ the 


Wright aeroplane is developing more 
and more anima! eccentricity as the 
Wright brothers proceed with the Gov- 
ernment trials at Fort Meyer, is ,becom- 
ing evident to those who watch the 
flights. . ; 

At the exact spot where the aeroplane 
plunged to the earth ike a plummet 
when its motor stopped suddenly and 


Orville Wright was-severely injured last 
September, the machine was sailing 
smoothly yesterday when the motor 
went ‘‘dead.”’ 

Instead of hurtling to the ground with 
its operator, the aeroplane glided to 
the earth in a beautiful parabola and 
Settied like a bird on the drill grounds. 
A few feet from the ground Orville 
Wright misjudged the distance and 
swerved the machine into a tree before 
it alighted, but only the skids and the 
covering of a wing were damaged. 

The machine was on its way around 
the Fort. Myer drill grounds for the 
ninth time in its second flight 60 feet 
above the earth when the accident oc-

The two flights today were the most 
successful “Orville Wright has made at 
Fort Myer since his return to complete 
the Government trials. On the first at- 
tempt he flew about the fleld 12 times 
fm 2i-minutes and 50 seconds and on 
the second trial he had gone around 
eight and one-half times when the flight 
was terminated by a mishap.

Motorman Crashes Into Work

Despite the warning furnished by a 
glaring headlight, Emery Nagel, a me- 
torman, drove a westbound Hodiamont 
car into a work train at Euclid avenue 
shortly after 1:30 a. m., Saturday, injur- 
ing himself and three passengers.

Nolte of the Deer 
Street District, the accident should have 
been avoided. He says he can account 
for it only on the théory that the head- 
light on the work train must have 
blinded the motorman. 

The collision was of such force that 
the passenger car Was completely tele- 
scoped. Nagel’s escape from instant 
death was considered remarkable. 

The damage amounted to $400, and it 
required several hours’ work to remove 
the wreckage. The entire neighborhood 
was awakened by the crash.

Abolition of Harbor and Wharf 


Commissioner’s Office to 
Be Urged. 





Abolition of the Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner’s office will be one of the 
recommendations made to the Board 


of Freeholders by President Reber on 
behalf of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. 

President Reber’s recommendation 
will follow the. suggestion of Harber 
and Wharf Commissioner Whyte, who 
believes. that his department is no 
longer necessary. Tha dAntvy now per- 
formed by him—that of maintaining the 
wharf and collecting rentals—ought to 
be apportioned, he says, between the 
Street Commissioner and the Comptrol- 
ler, 

The Harbor and Wharf Commissioner 
is a member of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. Should his office be dis- 
continued the board would number but 
five—Street Commissioner, Water Com- 
missioner, Sewer Commissioner, Park 
Commissioner and the President. 

It is not because of any discrepancy 
between its earnings and its expendi- 
tures that Commissioner Whyte recom- 
mends the abolition of his office. Even 
now, with traffic on the river at its 
lowest ebb, and a heavy annual ex- 
pense for cleaning and repairing the 
wharf, the department is profitable to 
the city. 

The annual budget of the office is 
about $54,000. That includes the salary 
of the Commissioner at $3000 a year, 
and the salaries of an engineer at $166 
@ month, a chief clerk at $133.33 a 
month, three clerks at $100 a month, 
and the wages of 52 laborers at an aver- 
age of $65. The last balance to the de- 
partment’s credit was $80,000. 

Of this sum, however, $23,000 will be 
taken to build a public swimming pool 
at the foot of Franklin avenue. Har- 
bor Commissioner Whyte has increased 
the income of the department by an 
average of $20,000 a year since his 
appointment, six years ago. 

Receipts Average 870,000. 

The department's receipts, largely 
from the rental of the wharf to frail- 
reads and industrial plants, average 
well above $70,000 a year. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvenients will recommend to 
the freeholders that his position be 
made appointive instead of elective. 
He thinks that the Mayor should have 
fuli control of all the,.departments that 
do public work, so that responsibility 
may be placed selely on him.

NEWPORT, Monmouthshire, England, 
July 3.—Twenty men perished by the 
sudden collapse of the west wall of the 
new lock at the -ance to the Alex- 
andra dock, 

The extension of the dock work has 
been in progress for some time, and 50 
men wer- working in a trench 6 feet 
deep, preparing for the laying of a con- 
crete foundation, when the heavy shor- 
ing timbers suddenly gave way in the 
middle and the entire structure collapsed 
and carried down with it thousands of 
tons of earth, the railway lines on 
beth sides of the trench, many cars and. 
four traveling cr: .es. 

The men at the bottom of the trench 
had no chance te escape, but many of 
those working nearer the surface were 
uninjured. 

Three men were taker out alive, and 
the bodies of some of the dead yere later 
taken out. 

Late tonight four men, still living, were 
pinned in the debris in the trench.

The British courts did not recognize the 
decree and granted Lady Cowell-Step- 
ney a separation in 1906. It was in 
evidence the two had not lived together 
for 25 years. 

About the time he got his divorce Sir 
Arthur was naturalized. He was the 
Only living Englishman who had ab- 
jured a title to become an American 
citizen. He owned 10,000 acres in Wales 
and 10,000 acres in Southern California. 
Until his death he remained a member 
of two of the most exclusive of Lon- 
don’s clubs, the Travellers and Brooks, 
a Fellow of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety and deputy-lieutenant and magis- 
trate of Carmarthen County, if Wales.
